Matty Bell, the Mus- 
tang athletic overseer, also was 
discouraged by recent raids,

been fighting the battle of pro- 
fessional scouts for years, admits 
the conference will deteriorate 
quickly if some agreement with 
organized baseball is not reached 
soon, 


FALK POINTS out the decline 
will quicken when coaches lose 
their incentive for recruiting the 
outstanding players. 

Schools take a financial loss 
when a. player is suddenly 
whisked away to the pro ranks. 
But even more _ important, 
coaches find their plans complete- 
ly spoiled sometimes by a single 
signing. 

“You can only keep the top 
boys a year or two and some- 
times not even that long,” Falk 
wails. “I’ve about decided to go 
after the 5-5 boys. They’ll leave 
the little ones alone.” 

Why don’t scouts sign the play- 
ers right out of high schoo) in- 
stead of waiting until a school 
makes an investment? This is a 
question that puzzles - céaches. 
But what irritates the coaches 
more than anything is_ the 
method some scouts revert to th 
signing a player. Rarely igs the 
coach notified the boy is to be 
approached, Oftentimes, they use 
devious means, 

“They'll hound a boy until he 
can’t keep his mind on school- 
work,” Falk grumbles, “then the 
boy busts out, and the parents 
figure ‘well, he isn’t doing any 
good in school so he may as well 
sign’.”

Michigan has a brilliant winning 
percentage of .694, Maher took 
over as head coach from Judson 
A. Hyames in 1937, following an 
outstanding catching career at 
Western Michigan and an assist- 
ant coaching career at the school. 


IN HIS 19 full seasons Maher 
has developed such stars as Ron 
Jackson, White Sox first base- 
man; Stubby Overmire, former 
Detroit star now a minor league 
manager; and Bill Lajoie, who is 
in spring training with the Balti- 
more Orioles, 

Charlie Maher has had many 
college baseball firsts. He staged 
the first College World Series at 
Kalamazoo in 1947; had two play- 
ers named to the first College 
All-Star game in Boston’s Fen- 
way Park in 1946, and was the 
first Mid-American Coach to win 
three or more consecutive base- 
ball championships, 

Western Michigan again this 
season must be tagged as poten- 
tially one of the outstanding col- 
legiate teams in the nation. 

Leading a veteran Western 
Michigan team this spring will be 
stocky Jack Rumohr, senior right- 
hander who posted an amazing 
record of .40 ERA and six wins 
against no defeats last year. 

The powerfully built hurler 
stands 5’ 9” and weighs 180 lbs. 
He played high school ball at 


Grand Rapids Union High, Grand | 


Rapids, Mich, 

Rumohr pitched 57 1/3 innings, 
allowed only three earned runs 
(12 overall), 33 hits, walked 14, 


struck out 41, and posted a 6-0/\¢ 


record. With the bat, the right- 
handed-swinging Rumohr was 
also strong. He occasionally was 


used as a pinch-hitter by coach | uc 


Maher and finished with a fine 
318 average, including three dou- 
bles and seven runs-batted-in. 


THE OTHER HALF of West- 
ern Michigan’s one-two pitching 
punch is right-handed Dick Sos- 
nowski (4-1), who also may play 
an outfield position, 

Coach Maher lost his regular 
shortstop (Ken Hamlin, now with 
the Pirates), regular catcher 
(Fritz Messner, now with the 
Pirates), and centerfielder (Hank 
Wurster). Good help seems to be 
coming .up from last year’s var- 
sity and frosh teams to aid at 
shortstop and catcher, But an out- 
field position is open and Maher 
is seriously considering Sosnow- 
ski for the dual-role. 

A strong 175-pounder, standing 
5-10, Sosnowski was used often 
as a pinch-hitter and for the sea- 
son last year, he had a .313 bat- 
ting average. He’s an extremely 
fast runner as Well as fast ball 
pitcher, He has a good throwing 
arm, too. In pitching, his main- 
stay is speed and control. 

Sosnowski pitched 48 1/3 in- 
nings last season, allowing 11 
runs (ERA), 39 hits, and giving

WINSTON-SALEM, N. C.—The Dixie Classic of collegiate base- 
ball featuring four eastern schools—Mas$sachusetts, Princeton, Con- 


| necticut and Lafayette—and the Big Four of North Carolina—Wake 


Forest, Duke, North Carolina and N. C, State—will be revived here 


this year, 

The Classic, which had its be- 
ginning in 1955, was not staged 
last spring, but supporters-of the 
event feel Winston-Salem, new 
home of Wake Forest, will be a 
permanent home for many years. 


DATES FOR THIS year’s event 
are March 31 and April 1 and 2. 
The first two Classics were 
staged in Durham, and Wake For- 
est walked off with champion- 
ship honors both years, Outside 
teams in the 1955 event were 
Rollins, Ohio University, Notre 
Dame and Yale. Wake Forest de- 
feated N. C. State in the cham- 
pionship contest. In 1956 Loyola 
of New Orleans, Amherst, Col- 
gate and Michigan were the vis- 
itors with Wake Forest downing 
Michigan.in the title game. 
Walter Rabb, baseball coach at 
North Carolina and third vice- 
president of the American Asso- 
ciation of College Baseball 
Coaches, is given credit for orig- 
inating the idea of the Classic. 
He got the idea from his parti- 
cipation with his Tar Heel nine 
in the Rollins College Baseball 
Week and other spring affairs. 
Rabb secured the support of 


the coaches at Duke, Wake For- 


est and N. C. State, and the event 
got its start. 

Ernie Shore Field, one of the 
best minor league parks in the 
country, and the newly-construct- 
ed Wake Forest field will serve 
as the scene for this year’s meet. 


THE FIRST DAY of the three- 
day affair, March 31, will be 
staged on the home campuses of 
the four North Carolina schools. 
Then all eight teams will move 
to Winston-Salem for four games 
April 1, and four more April 2. 


The first-round games find Mas- 
sachusetts at Wake Forest; 
Princeton at North Carolina; Con- 
necticut at Duke; and Lafayette 
at N. C, State. 


The second and third round 
games at Winston-Salem call for 
two games in the afternoon and 
two at night, weather permitting. 
If tournament officials feel the 
weather is not desireable for 
night games, two games will be 








played at Ernie Shore and two on 
the Wake Forest campus both 
afternoons, 


TO PREVENT drawn-out con- 
tests, a limit of two hours and 
15 minutes will be placed on all 
games except the championship 
contest, In case teams are tied at 
the end‘of the time limit play will 
continue until the winning run is 
scored, 


Carroll Poplin, Winston-Salem 
public relations man and city al- 
derman, will serve as general 
chairman of the Classic, 


“I believe the Classic has great 
possibilities and I believe Win- 
ton-Salem will show its full sup- 
port to the visit of eight fine col- 
lege baseball teams,” Poplin said. 
“This will be something great 
for college baseball and for base- 
ball in general in Winston-Salem.” 

All eight teams will be housed 
on the Wake Forest campus dur- 
ing their stay, and players will 
eat in the college cafeteria.

SO MANY THINGS are essential to becoming a good 
pitcher that space prohibits a thorough discussion of the 
topic here. However, a few basic principles of the art of 
pitching should be placed before the aspirant at all times. 


In nidst cases, a successful 
pitcher, upon being asked to 
what he attributes his success, 
will reply in favor of the one 
pitch with which he is best, be 
it fastball, curveball, screw- 
ball, change-up, or some other 
pitch. Invariably, however, he 
will justify the statement by 
adding, “Of course, you must 
possess control of that pitch.” 
Thus the beginner in high 
school, college, or professional 
ball has two paramount prob- 
lems: his best pitch and con- 
trol of it. 


Acquiring the best pitch 
a See comes with experience, 
through trial and error, while control, the more elusive fac- 
tor, is added by learning the proper form of delivery from 
the mound. Being at ease and relaxed while pitching is a 
great asset in gaining control. Concentration is of utmost 
importance, and until the pitcher can devote full attention 
to the problem at hand, he will be known as a “thrower.” 


HOLDING MEN on base is an art that is developed 
through constant practice. The footwork is the secret of 
keeping men close to the base. Through trial and error, a 
pitcher soon learns the most natural way for him to make 
his moves to the bases. With the help of his coach, the boy 
develops confidence in his ‘move’ to the extent that his ef- 
fectiveness on the batter is not diminished when men reach 
base. 

Many a pitcher has saved or won ball games through 
his ability to field his position. Therefore, the pitcher should 
take pride in fielding bunts and ground balls to his right or 
left and then being in position to retire runners with ac- 
curate throws to the proper bases. 

Naturally, there are other things that a pitcher must 
learn. Among the most important is to be willing and able 
to take coaching. Most college coaches are capable of de- 
tecting flaws in the delivery and mannerisms of their pitch- 
ers. The alert boy is eager to excel and, with proper guid- 
ance, soon discovers that a tip-here and a tip there have 
made his pitching less a problem than before. The result 
of all this is confidence, and with confidence the “thrower” 
becomes a pitcher.

DESPITE ALL his fun-loving |§ 


antics, Bailey is widely known, 
respected and feared as a college 
baseball coach who turns out 
finished products of the diamond 
art, A list of WSC “graduates” in 
baseball must include: Gene Con- 
ley, Cliff Chambers, Dick Young 
as major leaguers as well as Ted 
Tappe and dozens of others who 
are now in the ranks of profes- 
sional baseball. 

The story of how Bailey came 
to Washington State takes more 
turns than a prairie road in the 
eastern part of the Evergreen 
State. Attending Texas A & M 
after playing basketball and base- 
ball at Eldorado, Texas high 
school, Buck was soon spotted by 
Dana X. Bible, the football coach 
at A & M. Bible wanted him out 
for football.- The former ~Eldo- 
rado basketball star declined with 
thanks but indicated he intended 
to play some baseball as his ma- 
jor interest. 

Cadets at the school visited 
Bailey that evening in his room 
and after a real beating from 
bayonets, Buck got the point. 
Bible didn’t indicate he knew any- 
thing about it the next day and 
said he’d be pleased to issue a 
suit for so enthusiastic a candi- 
date, The sequel is that Bailey 
started the first game of football 
he ever saw—at the guard spot! 

After service in World War I 
Bailey returned to A & M for one 
year. 

WANDERING OUT to the west 
coast, Bailey was successively a 
player for the American Legion 
team of Selma, Calif., coach of 
the Cogswell high school team 
of San Francisco while playing 
for the Olympic club, captain of 
the first East-West Shrine game 
team representing the West and 
then moved northward with his 
buddy Babe Hollingsbery as as- 
sistant coach at Washington State 
in the fall of 1926, 


It took the fun-loving Spokane 
Athletic Round Table to give 
Buck his most anxious moments. 
Just about to be married to Miss 
Myrtle Gurther of San Francisco 
at home plate ceremonies in 1939, 
the ART stepped in to kid Buck 
about his habit of stomping on 
his hat when things went wrong 
in the field. 

Beginning a “Hats for Bailey” 
drive resulted in a total of 26,000 
hats coming to the little town of 
Pullman. By every conceivable 
means of transportation came the 
hats—enough to cover the little 
house Bailey was living in, The 
climax came when Bailey couldn’t 
find a single one of the 26,000 
that would fit him! 

The last laugh, however, went 
to Buck as it so often does, When 
dedicating the baseball field at 
WSC to Buck, the Athletic Round 
Table sent Bailey an order for a 
Stetson hat, Bailey ordered one 
that cost $105.00 and wears it to 
this day as his “A.R.T. Special’. 

“Kinda’ made me chuckle to 
hear them gasp over that real 
first-class hat,” Buck said. “The 
bill was real first-class, too.”

Wendell Tarle- 
ton, all-SEC centerfielder for the 
past two years, Ronald Bradley, 
fleet right fielder, and defensive 
whiz Duane Grice, left fielder, all 
graduated. There is no one of 
their caliber on the scene right 
now. 


INFIELDERS claimed by grad- 
uation were captain and second 
baseman Jim Callaway, first 
baseman Bill Giles, third base- 
man and shortstop Virgil Mills. 
Callaway was the regular at the 
Bulldog keystone for four years, 
Mills a valuable glove man who 
led the team in hitting his senior 
year. 

Outside of pitchers, only Don 
Sparrow (third base and short- 
stop), Ray Allen, shortstop, 
catchers R. E. Gladden, George 
(Smoky) Stover and shortstop 
Joe DeFoor are returnees who 
can be counted on for sustained 
duty in the infield.
